There  has  been  no  change  of  teachers  and  consequently 
the  school  work  has  been  continuous  and  there  has  been 
no  loss  of  time  for  the  reajustment  necessary  when  a  new 
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teacher  comes  into  a  school.  The  teaching  force  has  been 
more  uniformly  efficient  and  enthusiastic  than  is  usual  in 
a  town  with  an  equal  number  of  schools  that  vary  so  much 
in  general  conditions  and  enrollment. 

The  school  buildings,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  in 
good  condition,  one  having  been  repaired  during  the  year. 

The  seats  in  the  school  house  at  Ely  have  been  changed 
so  that  the  light  comes  from  the  sides  and  higher  up. 
This  is  a  great  improvement  since  formerly  the  children 
sat  facing  the  windows. 

The  small  number  of  pupils  in  some  of  our  schools 
makes  necessary  the  serious  consideration  of  consolidation 
and  transportation.  It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  a 
school  of  less  than  nine  or  ten  pupils  is  unprofitable  to  all 
concerned,  except  possibly  in  the  case  of  very  small  children 
and  the  most  serious  objections  are  removed  there,  when 
proper  conveyances  are  provided.  In  those  states  where 
.consolidation  has  been  effected  the  expected  depreciation 
in  farm  values  did  not  occur. 

As  the  study  of  text  books  is  not  possible  until  a 
child  has  learned  to  read  understandingly,  much  time  has 
been  spent  on  reading  in  the  primary  grades,  and  the  in- 
struction in  the  other  subjects  has  been  largely  oral.  The 
plan  in  the  teaching  of  reading  has  been,  to  allow  the  child 
time  to  get  the  thought  from  the  printed  page,  that  is,  to 
fuse  the  ideas  represented  by  the  different  words,  and  then 
to  insist  on  his  expressing  the  thought  as  a  whole,  making 
it  real  reading  instead  of  word  pronunciation. 

The  children  in  our  country  schools,  are  as  a  rule 
more  deficient  in  composition  than  in  any  other  subject. 
This  is  not  because  of  lack  of  ideas  but  because  they  ara 
not  trained  to  a  fluent  expression,  and  even  those  who 
express  their  thoughts  well,  orally,  find  it  hard  to  put 
those  same  thoughts  on  paper  with  pen  and  ink. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  written  com- 
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position  and  the  results  are  to  be  highly  commended. 
The  purchasing  of  uniform  supplies  by  the  town  is  respon- 
sible in  a  great  measure  for  the  excellent  work  in  this 
subject,  as  it  gave  the  pupils  proper  materials  with  which 
to  work-  and  gave  them  interest  in  their  work  as'  well  as 
pride  in  a  paper  that  was  in  an  attractive  form  when 
finished.  *The  cards  in  the  Tiffany  Industrial  Cabinet 
have  been  used  for  much  of  the  composition  work,  and 
they  have  also  served  to  widen  the  mental  life  of  the 
children  by  making  them  familiar  with  those  industries 
not  represented  in  this  town. 

Those  pupils  intending  to  take  the  State  examination 
for  entrance  to  secondary  schools  have  been  given  a  formal 
text -book  study  of  civil  government. 

An  outline  in  drawing  similar  to  those  followed  where 
a  special  teacher  is  employed,  was  prepared  and  has  been 
followed  in  all  the  schools.  Much  better  results  were 
obtained  than  I  had  imagined  possible.  The  excellent 
supply  of  materials,  and  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  teachers 
have  contributed  very  largely  toward  these  results.  The 
children  have  enjoyed  the  lessons  and  have  been  acquiring 
an  idea  of  form  and  color  that  can  be  gained  in  no  other 
way. 

Very  little  has  been  attempted  in  music,  as  the  schools 
are  not  provided  with  the  materials  necessary  for  a  sys- 
tematic teaching  of  music  reading.  In  some  schools  the 
pupils  have  provided  themselves  with  text-books,  and  at 
Rice's  Mills  and  Union  Village  have  progressed  to  the 
point  of  singing  two  part  songs. 

Cardboard  construction  and  paper  cutting  have  been 
taught  in  two  schools  with  pleasure  to  the  children  and 
satisfactory  results  educationally,  as  they  teach  accuracy, 
and  the  application  of  practical  measurements. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  two  terms  has  been 
held  in  each  school. 
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My  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  school  year  be  lengthened  from  two  to 
four  weeks.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  do  the  same  amount 
of  work  in  thirty  weeks  that  can  be  done  in  towns  having 
thirty-four  and  thirty-six  weeks.  In  order  to  cover  the 
same  ground  our  pupils  must  spend  from  one  to  two  years 
longer  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  this  means  a  com- 
mercial loss  both  to  the  town  and  the  individual. 

2.  That  the  terms  be  so  arranged  that  school  will 
close  by  the  third  week  of  June  for  the  spring  term,  and 
that  a  vacation  will  come  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 
Under  the  present  arrangement  Christmas  week  is  wasted 
as  far  as  regular  school  work  is  concerned. 

3.  That  two  or  three  extra  sets  of  reading  books 
beginning  with  the  primer  and  ending  with  the  third 
reader,  be  purchased  for  supplementing  the  regular  readers 
in  the  first  three  grades. 

4.  That  enough  common  school  dictionaries  be  pur- 
chased so  that  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  may  each 
have  one. 

5.  That  a  place  be  arranged  in  each  school  house 
where  supplies  and  books  may  be  locked  up  during  vacations 
and  that  locks  be  placed  on  the  drawers  in  the  teachers' 
desks. 

6.  That  the  school  house  at  East  Thetford  be  repaired 
so  that  the  children  may  be  kept  comfortably  warm  in 
cold  weather. 

7.  That  since  it  doesn't  seem  possible  for  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  six  to  be  maintained  at  Rice's  Mills 
next  year,  the  pupils  in  that  school  be  provided  with 
transportation  to  some  other  school.

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  town  have  been  good 
for  the  past  year,  no  epidemic  of  any  kind.  We  have  had 
one  case  of  diphtheria  which  was  a  malignant  form,  but 
no  other  cases  followed. 

I  would  like  to  have  all  cases  of  mumps,  measles, 
chicken  pox  and  german  measles,  reported  to  me,  where 
no  physician  is  called  to  treat  them.

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The  Report  of  the  Town  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of 
Thetford  Academy. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Thetford 
Academy,  the  following  Trustees  as  nominated  by  the 
town  were  elected,  viz:  C.  S.  Wilmot,  for  3  years;  W.  F. 
Davis,  2  years;  L.  B.  Allen,  for  1  year.  Hoping  that  in 
the  future  the  town  would  nominate  a  man  each  year  to 
serve  for  3  years. 

These  Trustees  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

There  have  been  60  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year. 
40  or  66  2-3  per  cent,  being  from  Thetford,  making  it 
essentially  a  Thetford  school. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  an  executive 
committee  of  three  were  chosen,  viz: 

Rev.  William  Slade,  W.  F.  Davis  and  Prof.  T.  W  D. 
Worthen,  who  have  immediate  oversight  of  the  school. 

It  has  been  customery  to  pay  the  insurance,  and  for 
absolutely  necessary  repairs  and  running  expenses,  and 
turn  the  balance  over  to  the  principal.  He  hiring  and 
paying  his  teachers  and  incidental  expenses  and  lighting 
and  heating  the  academy,  and  having  what  was  left  for 
his  salary,  fluctuating  with  the  thermometer  and  the 
number  of  pupils  he  could  get  and  keep.  The  cheaper  he 
could  run  the  school  the  greater  his  salary. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  Academy  consists  of 
the  3  buildings,  viz:  The  Academy,  boarding  house,  and 
Slafter  Hall,  with  the  equipment  and  furniture;  also  an 
endowment  of  $18,589.00,  giving  to  the  Academy  an  income 
of  about  $900.00.  We  also  receive  from  the  County 
fund  $60.00  and  this  year  a  premium  from  the  sale  of 
certain  stocks  amp't  to  $680.00,  giving  an  income  of  about 
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$1,640.00,  from  which  has  been  paid  $300.00  indebtedness 
$450.00  for  repairs ;  and  about  $800.00  for  running  expenses ; 
leaving  about  $90.00  not  yet  spoken  for.  Among  the 
heavier  items  for  running  expenses  are,  $300.00  paid  to 
the  principal;  $100.00  for  keeping  library  open;  $55.00 
for  insurance.  The  other  items  can  be  obtained  of  the 
executive  committee  if  desired.  The  Trustees  receive 
no  part  of  this  amount,  not  even  actual  expenses,  while 
attending  Trustee  meetings. 

The  principal  receives  $300.00  from  the  Trustees, 
about  $1,320.00  from  tuitions;  $524.00  from  room  rents; 
making  a  total  of  about  $2,144.00.  From  this  he  must 
hire  his  three  assistants;  each  of  which  he  pays  $300.00, 
board  and  rooms.  The  board  and  rooms  for  the  three 
costing  him  not  less  than  $375.00.  This  leaves  him 
$869.00  from  which  he  must  keep  the  buildings  in  as  good 
repair  as  he  finds  them;  furnish  light  and  heat  for  the 
Academy;  pay  his  own  salary  and  living  expenses 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  in  order  to 
conduct  this  school  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  town, 
that  the  principal  and  teachers  should  be  engaged  and 
controlled  by  the  executive  committee,  giving  each  a 
definite  and  reasonable  salary  and  holding  each  respon- 
sible to  the  executive  committee. 

We  also  believe  that  in  order  to  obtain  and  retain  a 
satisfactory  principal,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pay  more 
salary  than  can  be  obtained  from  the  regular  income  of 
of  the  school.  If  the  school  is  to  be  kept  up  to  the  standard 
of  the  High  Schools  of  the  State,  more  money  must  be 
provided  in  some  way,  that  the  children  of  our  town  may 
receive  equal  advantages  with  those  of  other  towns,  and 
not  be  handicapped  in  the  great  conquest  of  the  world 
which  we  must  all  individually  meet. 

Having  carefully  studied  the  conditions  as  we  find 
them,  we  make  this  report  and  leave  all  action  in  the 
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hands  of  the  voters  believing  that  the  voice  of  the  majority 
will  rule  wisely.

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Eleven  schools  have  been  maintained  for  thirty  weeks 
each  and  one  school  for  thirty-one  weeks. 

Visits  by  Superintendent: — Spring  term  49;  Fall  56; 
Winter  53;   Total  158. 

Only  four  teachers  have  been  retained  during  the 
whole  year,  and  one  of  these  was  transferred  from  one 
school  to  another.  Nearly  all  the  schools  were  in  charge 
of  the  same  teachers  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms, 
most  of  the  chadges  coming  between  the  spring  and  fall 
terms.  I  regret  these  changes  exceedingly  as  it  always 
mean  confusion  and  loss  of  time,  and  a  change  is  only  ad- 
visable in  an  extreme  case,  therefore  I  would  recommend 
that  the  present  teachers  be  retained  if  possible. 

The  pupils  have  been  graded  according  to  the  state 
manual,  and  a  system  of  grade  crads  instituted  whereby  a 
pupil  on  leaving  a  school  carries  with  him  a  card  giving 
an  authentic  record  of  the  work  finished  and  the  grade  of 
work  being  done  at  that  time.  With  this  to  guide  her, 
the  new  teacher  can  assign  him  to  the  proper  classes  with- 
out loss  of  time,  and  when  a  new  teacher  takes  charge 
of  a  school  she  knows  definitely  what  grade  of  work  each 
pupil  should  do. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  reading,  as  that  is 
the  most  important  subject  of  all.  Unless  a  child  learns 
early  in  his  school  life  to  connect  each  word  with  the  idea 
of  which  the  word  is  a  symbol,  he  can  never  read  under- 
standing^, and  later  will  have  trouble  with  History,  Geo- 
graphy, and  in  fact  all  subjects,  but  especially  with  prob- 
lems in  Arithmetic. 

Fifteen  pupils  passed  the  state  examinations  for  en- 
trance to  secondary  schools,  and  six  failed  to  pass.  The 
papers  did  not  show  as  high  an  average  as  could  be  de- 
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sired  although  the  passing:  average  was  attained.  I  be- 
lieve the  low  marks  are  a  direct  result  of  lack  of  time  for 
classes  in  ungraded  schools,  and  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the 
citizens  of  the  town  the  necessity  for  providing  one  or 
more  graded  schools  where  the  upper  grade  pupils  may 
receive  the  attention  and  instruction  they  need  in  order  to 
do  creditable  work.  The  objections  against  transportation 
that  hold  good  in  regard  to  small  children,  do  not  apply  to 
pupils  in  the  upper  grades.  In  this  connection  I  would 
urge  some  action  of  the  town  whereby  a  graded  school 
might  be  establiseed  at  Post  Mills.  I  suggest  that  place 
because  there  are  accommodations  there  for  such  an  ar- 
rangement and  the  first  expense  would  be  less. 

There  are  distinct  advantages  in  a  graded  school,  one 
being  the  higher  quality  of  work  possible.  In  proof  of 
this  I  will  state  that  in  my  district  last  June  of  the  pupils 
from  graded  schools  who  took  the  state  examinations  at 
least  ninty-five  per  cent,  passed,  while  not  more  than  sixty 
per  cent,  of  those  from  ungraded  schools  passed  and  the 
former  held  the  highest  averages. 

All  school  authorities  agree  that  school  registering 
less  than  ten  pupils  are  unprofitable  to  all  concerned,  and 
there  is  one  in  Thetford  that  has  registered  eight,  and  one 
seven,  with  only  six  for  the  winter  term.  Unless  there  is 
to  be  a  marked  increase  in  the  registration  of  these  schools 
it  wrould  seem  advisable  to  close  them  and  transport  the 
pupils.  I  believe  it  would  also  prove  profitable  to  unite 
the  schools  at  Potato  Hill  and  Sawnee  Bean  with  the  one 
at  Post  Mills. 

Other  needs  for  the  year. 
The  school  year  should  be  lengthened. 
The  terms,  as  to  dates  of  beginning  and  length, 
should  be  made  uniform  throughout  the  town. 
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Enough  common  school  dictionaries  should  be  pur- 
chased to  provide  each  pupil  in  the  upper  grades  with  a 
copy  for  reference  in  seat  work. 

A  place  should  be  arranged  in  each  room  where  books 
and  supplies  may  be  locked  up,  and  locks  should  be  placed 
on  teachers'  desks. 

The  sanitary  arrangements,  also  arrangements  for 
lighting  and  heating  and  ventilation,  should  be  changed 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.

The  academic  standing  of  the  Academy  for  the  pres- 
ent year  has  been  very  satisfactory.    The  number  of  pu- 
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pils  has  been  very  small  (35),  owing"  to  the  unsettled  con- 
dition for  the  past  four  years  and  to  the  small  number 
coming  in  from  the  district  schools. 

The  expenses  have  increased  owing:  to  the  paying:  of 
the  teachers  a  definite  salary  which  was  done  by  vote  of 
the  trustees,  knowing  that  it  would  involve  a  deficit  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  figures  given  above  include  an  estimate  of  the 
income  and  expenses  to  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

The  executive  committee  have  been  faithful  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  and  have  kept  expenses  at  the 
lowest  possible  figure  and  have  given  larg-ely  of  their  time 
and  abilities  without  any  remuneration  whatever. 

In  view  of  the  deficit  involved  the  past  year  and  the 
improbability  of  meeting  expenses  in  the  immediate  future , 
it  seems  probable  that  the  school  will  have  to  be  closed  at 
the  end  of  this  school  year  unless  financial  assistance 
comes  from  some  direction. 

Believing  that  the  future  of  Thetford  Academy  rests 
with  the  voters  of  Thetford  and  that  Vox  populi  est  Vox 
Dei  we  submit  this  report  to  the  votors  of  the  town.

Report  of  the  Thetford  Public  Library* 


At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the  town  voted  to 
establish  a  free  town  library.  They  voted  twenty-five 
dollars  annually  for  its  support  as  required  by  the  statutes . 
The  trustees  of  Latham  Memorial  Library  on  Thetford 
Hill,  having  offered  the  use  of  their  building-  and  books 
for  a  rental  of  ten  dollars  a  year,  the  town  accepted  the 
offer.  The  following-  persons  were  elected  trustees  of  the 
town  library: 

William  Slade,  for  5  years, 

LB.  Allen,  for  4  years, 

H.  F.  Wilcox,  for  3  years, 

H.  E.  French,  for  2  years, 

Henry  West,  for  1  year- 
These  men  met  and  organized  with  William  Slade  as 
chairman,  and  L.  B.  Allen  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
They  voted  to  call  the  library  the  "Thetford  Public  Libra- 
ry. They  adopted  rules  for  the  use  of  the  patrons  of  the 
libaary  and  chose  a  book  committee  to  act  with  the  Latham 
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Memorial  committee  and  the  State  Library  Commission, 
in  the  choice  of  new  books. 

The  Library  has  received  from  the  state  ninety-six 
valuable  new  books  as  a  foundation  for  a  free  public  libra- 
ry. The  list  of  books  presented  by  the  state,  also  the 
new  books  purchased  by  the  Latham  Memorial  Library 
has  been  posted  in  all  our  post  offices,  that  the  people 
might  know  what  new  books  were  available,  besides  the 
three  thousand  volumes  offered  to  the  citizens  of  the  town 
in  the  older  library. 

The  Library  is  in  constant  use  by  the  students  in  the 
Academy  and  has  been  fairly  well  patronized  by  the  peo- 
ple generally. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  trustees  that  the  people  will  make 
still  more  general  use  of  these  books.  The  Librarian, 
Mrs.  F.  E.  Garey,  is  ready  to  aid  all  in  every  possible 
way  and  will  when  necessary,  renew  a  book  when  request- 
ed by  postal.  The  Library  is  open  on  Monday  afternoon 
from  three  until  five  and  on  Friday  evening  from  six  until 
eight  o'clock. 

One  of  the  State  Traveling  Libraries  has  been  placed 
at  North  Thetford  and  another  at  East  Thetford. 

By  vote  of  the  last  Lesislature,  towns  with  a  Grand 
List  of  less  than  $10,000  may  be  aided  in  the  support  of  a 
Free  Library.  Our  town  comes  within  that  requirement 
and  the  trustees  will  endeavor  to  obtain  further  assistance 
from  the  state  in  purchasing  new  books  for  our  Library.
